n The Executives ot all Montreal 
Universities' student vetcnin soc- 
ieties will be Joined by represen- 
tatives from two vocational train-^ 
ing establishments, when they meet 

.at the Sir Arthur Currie Memorial 
Gymnasium tomorrow evening, at 

,8 p.m., to discuss rehabilitation 
problems. The Commercial Colleec 
of Rehabilitation of Veterans, a 
local Bovernmcnt-operatcd school 
and the Maurice Dress Desifining 
School, are both sending dele- 
gates to join those from the 

.University of Montreal, SJr George 
Williams College, Loyola College, 
Dawson College, and McGlU Uni- 
versity. 

The cHy-wlde gathering of stud- 
ent veterans will consider means ot 
furthering the decisions of the re- 
cent National Conference of Stud- 
ent Vetecrans. These included rais- 
ing ex-scrviccmcn's m.iintenancc 
grants, cmersency and long term 
housing measures, and many Im- 
provements in the Government's 
educational program which have 
sprung from students' requests. A 
brief containing the Conference's 
proposals is now being studied by 
the Federal Government, where it 
was accepted for the Minister of 
Veterans' Affairs Saturday by W. 
A. Tucker, M. P., and Deputy Mn- 
istcr W. S, Woods. 

In line with the recommenda- 
Uons of the Ottawa-Hull Citizens' 
Rehabilitation Committee, and tlic 
Dominion Command Canadian 
Legion, whicli both pledged sup- 
port to tlic student veterans' de- 
mands at an Ottawa meeting Fri- 
day evening, the Executive of the 
McGill Student Veterans' Society 
will advance suggcftlons that .sup- 
port be solicited from Canadian 
Legion branches, Citizens' Reha- 
bilitation Committee.-:, educational 
bodies, trade unions, a nd all intcr- 
' csted partie;. 

It was also annotiitccd today that 
a general meeting of the McGill 
Student Veterans' Society will be 
held on Monday, January 28, in 
the Union Ballroom, at 5 o'cloclt. 
On the agenda is a full report from 
the executive on the National 
Conference of Student Veterans, 
Its deliberations, reeommendallons, 
and subsequent activities; an ac- 
count of the recent Ottawa trip 
by J. L. Starkey and otlicr execu- 
tives of the N.C.S.V., and tlic 
prefcntation of the student vt!t- 
crans* proposals to the Govern- 
ment; and a resolution in connec- 
tion with the commutation of Gen. 
Kurt -Meyer'5 sentence.

H.M.'s Commissioners 
For 1851 Exhibition 
Will Give Scholarship 

Kingston, Jan. 21— (CUP)— The 
Exhibition of 1851 Science Research 
Scholarship will again be awarded 
this year, it was recently announc- 
ed. This award was temporarily 

discontinued for the duration of the 
war. 

The annual value of this scholar- 
ship is £350 sterling, and it is 
awarded by Her Majesty's Com- 
missioners for the Exhibition of 
1851 to students who have given 
evidence of capacity for original 
research. A given number of 
scholarships are awarded annually 
to students in Canoda recommend- 
ed by the Universities approved by 
the Commissioners. 

Only British subjects will be ac 
cepted as nominees, who must as 
well have been bona fide students 
of science for three years, and also 
must have been at the university 
for a full year immediately before 
being nominated. Previously, only 
candidates under twenty-six years 
of age were eligible but those over 
this age will now be considered 
eligible in "special circumstances." 

This scholarship is tenable in the 
United Kingdom for two years, and 
the scholar must there pursue some 
4nvestlgation likely to promote 
technical industries- or. scientific 
culture. 



Varsity Newspaper 
Appears iri New Form 

The University of Toronto's Un- 
dergraduate daily 'The Varsity" 
will appear for the first time to- 
day in a new eight page tabloid 
form. 'The Varsity" in its new 
form will be published at the Osh- 
awa Times-Gazette plant. Previ- 
ous issues had been printed on the 
University of Toronto press. 

Hugh Kenner, Varsity editor, be- 
lieves the new arrangements will 
make the Toronto paper the larg- 
est college newspaper on the con- 
tinent; Circulation has now Jumped 
from 7,500 to 11,000 copies. 

It was also announced that "The 
Varsity" would be published during 
the summer term for the benefit 
ot students at the AJax Engineer- 
ing School outside of Toronto and 
for those taking summer courses. 
Previously, the paper had been pub- 
lished only for the regular univer- 
sity term from September to March.

Bom in Jacksonville, Florida, 30 
years ago, George lived In New 
Jersey during his childhood. It 
wasn't until after he graduated from 
high school that Paxton turned his 
talents to arranging and playing. 
An accomplished trombonist and 
saxophonist, George's first assign- 
ment was with George Hall's or- 
chestra, then appearing at the Hotel 
Taft in New York City. Later, he 
worked with the late Bunny Beri- 
gan, Vaughn Monroe, Charlie Spi- 
vak and won for himself national 
acclaim as the "man-behind-the- 
scenes" with Ina Ray Hutton's or- 
chestra. 

OPENS AT ROSELAND 

In the summer of 1044, alter 
starting his own band, George 
began his rapid climb to musical 
heights, by opening at the Rose- 
land Ballroom in New York, with 
national radio air- time. His subse- 
quent appearances at the Hotel Lin- 
coln, Capitol Theatre, Cafe Rouge 
of the Hotel Pennsylvania, scene 
of Glenn Miller's greatest triumphs, 
and his appearance at the Sherman 
Hotel in Chicago attest to his 
meteoric rise to the heights of 
popularity. 

VOCALISTS 

Featured performers with George 
Paxton's band Include Alan Dale, 
personable boy vocalist, whose in- 
imitable ballads are rated high in 
the "Battle of The Baritones" and 
Johnny Bond a featured InstTUfnen- 
talist with the orchestra who dou- 
bles on vocals with a bit of novel- 
ty and comic antics. Rosemary Cal- 
vin is the newest addition to George 
Paxton's band, and her rendition

Prof. Fieldhouse Delivers 
Inaugural Lecture Tonight 

Moyse Hall Open to Public to Hear Kingsford Professor 
Of History; Dr. Vivian to Deliver Inaugural 
Address on Tuesday, Jan. 29 



"War, Peace and History" is the 
topic of the inaugural lecture of 
Professor Henry Noel Fieldhouse, 
Kingsford Profcs.sor of History, to 
be delivered at 8.30 p.m. this eve- 
ning In Moyse Hall. Dr. F. Cyril 
James, McGill Principal and Vicc- 
Chancellor, will preside at the lec- 
ture which is open to the public to 
the limit of the seating capacity. 

Dr, R. P. Vivian, Professor of 
H-ialth and Social Medicine, an- 
other recent addition to the McGill 
Faculty, Is also .scheduled to de- 
liver his Inaugural address on 
Tuesday, January 29, at 8.30 p.m., 
in Moyse Hall. 

Professor Fieldhouse, who Is to 
speak this evening, comes to Mc- 
Gill as the former head of the De- 
partment of History at the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba and was appointed 
to the Kingsford Chair of History 
at McGill in October, 1945. He is a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of Can- 
ada and Vice-President of the Can- 
adian Historical Association. He 
served as a Flight Lieutenant in the 
Royal Air Force from 1917-10.. Re- 
cognized as an exceptionally com- 
petent public;- speaker^-- he^has^iBlso 



published widely in the field of 
Modern European Hi.story and Cur- 
rent European affair.s. In his in- 
augural address, he will deal not 
only wilh recent attempts to or- 
ganize international peace, but will 
also siiow how a study of past his- 
tory may be used in the analysis of 
current affairs. 

Dr. H. P. Vivian, who will give 
his inaugural address, on Jan. -29Î 
resigned his position as Ontario 
Minister of Health and Public Wel- 
.farc to take up his McGill ap- 
pointment. As Minister of- Health 
and Public Welfare, he had been 
instrumental in establishing county 
units for public health administra 
tlon, founded fact-finding bodies 
for hospital administration, initiat- 
ed research in cancer, developed 
a program of social insurance, aus- 
mented the existing services for 
venereal disease control, and in- 
itiated developments in mentil 
hygiene treatment and care. He 
graduated in medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto in l'J26 and did 
postgraduate work at the Henry 
Ford Hospital in Detroit, Michi-

Scholarships for men and wo- 
men to study in schools and uni- 
versities in Canada have again 
been offered by the Leonard 
Foundation for the 1946-47 session. 

Students to be eligible must be 
British subjects, of the white race, 
at least fourteen years of age and 
a member of the Christian Religion 
in its Protestant form. Preference 
in the selection of students will be 
given to the sons and daughters of 
clergymen, school teachers, offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers and 
men, active or retired, of all ser- 
vices, graduates of Royal MiiiUiry 
College, Canada, Members of the 
Engineering Institute of Canada 
and Members of the Mining Me- 
tallurgical Institute of Canada. 
Men and women returning from 
active service arc also given pre- 
ference over the non-preferred 
class. 

Tlie scholarships are not intend- 
ed to defray all the expenses of a 
student's education, but are design- 
ed to assist students to enter any 
of the selected colleges or univer- 
sities or to continue their studies. 

According to a letter Issued by 
T. H. Matthews, Registrar, the Uni- 
versity is willing to endorse and 
forward with its recommendation 
applications of any candidates who 
may wish to apply through the 
university and arc approved by it. 
Such candidates must make their 
applications on forms obtainable at 
the Registrar's office and return 
these to the Tlrglslrar on or before 
the 11th of February.

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The Dominion-Provincial 
Conference 

A very interesting question was brought up 
by Mr. Broolcc Clnxton, Canada's Minister of 
National Healtli and Welfare, who spolic to 
students here last night. Mr. Claxton outlined 
the government's proposals for the Dominion- 
Provincial Conference. It is well Icnown that this 
conference is of tho greatest importance to the 
future of this country; but aliove all, wc find it 
most gratifying that McGill students had an 
opportunity to hear the most important points 
of one side of tho conference tabic from such a 
well qualified source as Mr. Claxton. Since a 
great number of the Federal proposals arc con- 
cerned with National Health and Social Security 
measures, Mr. Claxton was a most happy choice 
as speaker. 

Looking over the Federal proposals, which 
are divided into two pioups, (I) Transition 
Measures and (II) Tlie Final Proposals, should 
be well worth every student's while. Questions 
of full employment, high wages, a plan for the 
reorganization of tho methods of tax collection 
and social security measures should bo of no 
small concern to Canadian students. 

Having heard the government point of view, 
wc would be most, iiappy to hear the opinion of 
opposition leaders on the subject. It is to be 
hoped tliat the other political clubs of the cam- 
pus will follow up this interesting subject, and 
try to bring to the attention of tho campus the 
opinions of those of their leaders who arc best 
qualified to speak on this question.

Then too, wc hope that it will bo possible 
to hear the point of view of the provincial 
delegates to the conference. Then, if students, 
will take the trouble to study some of the back- 
ground material to this conference which is 
available at the Library, the political clubs will 
have (lone McGill a very considerable service. 
An excellent start has been made; wo hope to 
see the matter taken up further by all parties 
concerned.

Red Cross Work

Throughout the war, newspapers, magazines 
and radio alike have told tho story of the out- 
standing service performed by the Red Cross. 
Letters from servicemen have told how Hcd 
Cross food parcels have saved the lives of men 
in concentration camps; the people of Britain 
have declared again and again their gratitude to 
the organization for its encouragement and mat- 
erial aid all during the war, but particularly 
throughout the trying months of the "blitz". 

None of us need to be reminded of the other 
diverse service performed by the Red Cross in 
wartime. But what some of us may have for- 
gotten, that its work docs not slop with the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. On the contrary, the Red Cross . 
is always active and ready to stretch out a help- 
ing hand to anyone in need. In time of flood, 
fire, and earthquake, much suffering is alleviated 
through its untiring worlc. 

In its 1046 reorganization for peacetime acUvi- 
tlos, the Canadian Red Cross has planned, among 
other things, preparedness for just such dlsastersT" 
This means the assembling and strategic placing 
throughout the country of hospital equipment 
and emergency supplies, to bo rushed wherever 
they may be required. 

Home nursing courses are to be organized and 
outpost nursing services placed in remote areas. 
The blood donor service Is to be carried on for 
hospitals, for it has proved that it is invaluable 
in emergency cases. 

Along with this story goes that of the ever- 
pressing need for funds. At the present time the 
Canadian Red Cross is not making an appeal 
for financial assistance, but its work cannot ro 
on without IL It is not tho easiest thing in tho 
world to part with $2.00 which is the amount 
being asked from each student in the forth- 
coming drive in the University, but think the 
situation over carefully before you turn your 
canvaser away. And if at all possible contribute 
to a cause v^ich no-one can deny is a worthy 
one.

be encouraged, which would in turn 
provide employment and a com- 
prehensive social insurance pro- 
gram would be set up over the 
whole of Canada.

A meeling of the Students' Society of McGill University will 
be iield in the McGill Union on Tuesday, February 5tli, 1946, ai^ 
5.15 p.m. to amend the Constitution of the Studcnls' Society. 

It will be moved by Mr. H. A. Richtcr, seconded by Miss 
Cayford, that the Constitution of the Students' Society of McGill 
University be amended as follows: 

Old Constitution 

Continued 



(10) All funds appointed to the 
Stulents' Executive Council shall 
be deposited In a' Chartered Bank. 
All cheques drawn agalns such de- 
posits shall be countersigned by the 
Comptroller who shall satisfy him- 
self before signing that the re- 
quisite authority exists. 

(11) All standing Committees, as 
defined in Article VII, Section 3, 
shall submit before the first day of 
November of each year to the 
Students' Executive Council, a 
tentative budget and programme of 
their activities for the current year. 
No enterprise which has not been 
submitted to the Council in the 
above manner, on the part of any 
such Committee, shall receive aid 
from the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil. 

(12) The Students' Executive 
Council shall appoint the Cheer 
Leaders. 

(13) Afeetlngs shall be on such 
days and at such hours as the 
Council shall deem fit. The Sec- 
retary shall give the members in- 
dividual notice at least forty-eight 
hours before each meeting. Two- 
thirds of the voting members shall 
constitute a quorum. 

(14) Committees chosen by the 
Council and formed of the mem- 
bers, may from time to time be ap- 
pointed to execute such business 
as It Is the duty of the Council to 
perform. 

(15) The following shall be the 
order of business:' 

(t) Roll Call. 

(b) Reading Minutes. 

(c) Business arising out of Minutes. 

(d) Communications. 

(e) Reports from Committees 

(f) New Business. 

(g) Notice of Motions. 

(h) General. 

Article VII 
COMMITTEES 

(1) Regular. All Clubs or Soci- 
eties, except those under the control 
of the. Athletics Board, to which 
all students contribute, shall be 
constituted regular committees. 

(2) Special. Any other clubs or 
societies which affiliate themselves 
with the Council and place their 
funds under Its control, shall be 
special, committees of the Society. 

(3) Siandlng. Any Clubs or 
Societies which are directly under 
the control of the Students' Execu- 
tive Council and whose Constitu- 
tion has been approved by the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council and 
whose Constitution provides for 
continuity of office shall be stand- 
ing committees of the Society. 

(4) Athletics Board. The Students' 
Society shall have three male rep- 
resentatives on this Board. 

(a) President of the Students' 
Society, or in the event of the 
President being a woman member 
of the Society, a male member of 



nominated by her or elected by the 
other members of the Council. 

(b) The Chairman of the Stu- 
dents' Athletics Council (Rclcr to 
the Constitution of the Students' 
Athletics Council, Article 111, Sec. 
A, and Article X, Sec. A). 

(c) One member elected by the 
male members of the Society by 
ballot to, hold office for one year.
